East Liverpool will turn ifs clocks ahead to summer I 
daylight saving time at 2 a. rn. Monday under legislation 
approved Tuesday night by city council. 6 to I— the first 
June in about 27 years* with the exception of World War 
II, that the community has operated on “ fast " time. 
In an adjourned session before a “ full house’’ of about 
50 spectators, council approved Hip ordinance under suspen- j 
sion of rules, climaxing nine days’ debate highlighted by a 
poll of public opinion in which 3,453 persons voted, with 
62 per cent in favor of the abandonment of the city's tra­ 
ditional “ slo w ” time. 
The legislation was signed this morning by Mayor O. 
Earl Greenawalt. 
It will remain in effect until 2 a. in. 
Sept. 30. 
( ouncilman Albert L. Hall of the Fourth ward cast the 
lone dissenting vote, declaring he felt the expressions of 
sentiment council received on the “ fa>d” and “ slow” time 
controversy did not reflect “ the true wishes of the people”. 


Most other councilmen said after the bill was passed they 
voted favorably because they had agreed at the April 15 
meeting to be guided by the public’s expressions. 
The ordinance went through in a quick four minutes 
of parliamentary procedure in the public meeting after a 
caucus session of more than an hour in which council studied 
pro and eon petitions submitted by tile Retail Merchants’ 
division of the Chamber of Commerce and pottery workers 
and unofficial ballots turned in from a “ straw ” vote con­ 
ducted bv The Review. 
Councilmen announced the final count showed: 
2,126 in favor of “ fa st” time. 
1,327 against “ fast” time. 
'Councilman Edgar IL Heddleston moved for consider­ 
ation of the legislation, seconded by Councilman L. T. Cape­ 
tian. 
His motion carried, 6-1, with Mr. Hall in opposition. 
Councilman Paul V. Baxter made the motion for first read­ 
ing, seconded bv Mr. Capeliart. 
Again the vote w a s 6 - 1. 


Councilman John E. Shingler moved for approval under 
suspension of rules, which cleared the way for passage on 
one reading rather than the three ordinarily required. 
He 
was seconded by Mr. Baxter. 
On the roll call vote. Mr. 
Hall continued his opposition. 
A moment later, at 8.31 p. 
iii . Council President Homer T. Amos declared the ordinance 
passed. 
Approval of the ordinance was assured shortly after 
council completed a tabulation of the votes in its private 
caucus.
